Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Miller tried to explain that the features of applicants' claimed invention is to indicate the relative importance of a 
parameter selected for testing of hardward and software. However, the Examiner disagreed with Mr. Miller since there 
is even no specific and clear definition deined for "paramete" in applicants' specification. For example, "that if 3.5 is a 
relatively important value for the parameter represented by probability curve 202, a user may drag icon 204 to position 
210 and then alter the shape of probability curve 202 by dragging the icon away from the x axis", as described at page 
6, paragraph 20, lines 7-10, clearly indicates that 3.5 is a relatively important value for the parameter represented by 
probability curve; however, one having ordinary skill in the art can not figure out why and how a real number, such as 
"3.5", can be treated as a important parameter value if without any further specific and detailed explanation provided by 
Applicants . To anyone that looks at the "3.5" presented by probability curve, it only stands for a real number displayed 
on the curve. As mentioned by the Mr. Miller that applicants' claimed invention provides a graphical user interface and 
method that assist user in selecting "parameter values" to test; however, the Applicants do not provide any definition to 
explain what is meant by "parameter" or do not have any further information for providing essential structural 
connections between testing hardware and software and the importance of a parameter. The Examiner suggested Mr. 
Miller to file a response to the office action after the interview in order that the Examiner can have a further 
consideration. 
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
